Hurnsido's stern 
treatment- of Con- 


federate oflicers who weru caught tarn- 
poring with public sentiment in Ken- 
tucky soon brought tho department of 
the Ohio into order and control. In 
May, 18011, preparations being made for 
an advance of tho Federal army into 
East Tennessee, General Potter was 
anxious for a command iu the field, but 
Iturnside was unwilling to lose his ser- 
vices on tho KtalT.

(Joing westward from Lakota, Dakota, 


we were surprised at the rapid growth 
and progress made in the past three 
years. 
Where then was the unsettled 


prairie",' arc now ploughed fields and 
snug homesteads. 
The towns, too 


have made rapid growth. 
Lakota, not 


in cxistanco, in 1882, is now a thriving 
village, with graded schools for 2W 
pupils, a bank, business houses, and 
two large elevators, where 200,OUO bnsh- 
ols of wheat found a market last year. 


Bartlett and G'rary are 
also focal 


points for tlie trade in their vicinity. 
South of the former, and nine miles dis- 
tant, in the famous Stump Lake, a curi- 
ously crooked lake, eighteen miles long, 
and a great resort fur sportsman. If. IK 
so named from the tree trunks, sub- 
merged and preserved by the salt in its 
waters.

proving continuous occupation for that 
length of time, can, by paying $1.25 pet- 
acre, "prove up" and obtain a deed 
from (he Government, ''Double mini- 
mum" lands, of which, however, there 
are none here, lie within the limits of 
the railroad land grants and at proving 
up for rlccd cost double 
"single 
minimum" lands, or $'2.f)0, ppr acre.
